Ways anD Mxans.—Looking at the excess of this outlay beyond the amount of 
capital remaining to be called , oe the large proportion of it which must be com- 
paratively unproductive until the ships are completed and in service—to the fact 
that some time must elapse before a full development of traffic on the new lines of 
c can be reasonably expected—the directors have deemed it expedient 
to avail themselves of the present favourable state of the money market, and of the 
powers vested in them by the Royal Charter of Incorporation and Deed of Settlement 
totake up, on debenture, for terms of three and five years, such sums as they = 
necessary; and to apply the same, in the first instance, to meet a part of the above- 
mentioned outlay. With this view, the directors have obtained a warrant of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Treasury (which was requisite under the terms of the 
oat) to take up money on debenture, to the extent of 400,000/., if required, over 
100,00@/, which was originally authorised bythe charter. Considering that when the 
new vessels shall be completed, the eo ssess a property of upwards of 
two millions sterling, unencumbered by any liabilities, except such part of the above 
stated sums as may be taken upon debenture—that they have a guarantee insurance 
fund of 201,624/. 14s. 9d., to meet any extraordinary casualties to their ships, which 
may exceed the ordinary risks provided for by the premiums charged on the trade 
account, besides a depreciation fund for maintaining the integrity of the company’s 
property—the directors felt confident that such sums as they might require would be 
raised on advan us terms. This gees has already been confirmed by an 
offer, which they have accepted, of 100,0007, at the rate of 34 per cent. interest. 

With a view to the accomodation of such Lyn sige as may desire to invest in the 
company’s debentures, it is the intention of the directors to reserve a part of such 
further sums as may be required, and to give the preferencelof taking them up, at the 
above rate of interest, to such proprietors as give notice of their desire toa them- 
selves of that preference on or before the Ist of January next.

ion of that new branch of communication. They have now the pleasure to 
announce the arrival of the first of these vessels, the Chusan, at Sidney, on the 3d of 
Aug. last, having previously called at Melbourne; being the first vessel which had ap- 
Peared there, to connect these important colonies by steam communication with the 
mother country. The event was hailed by the colonists with the most lively demon- 
strations of satisfaction. And it is also a gratifying reflection to the directors, that

Lire INsuRANCE AND SUPERANNUATION ANNUITIES FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE OFFI 
Seamen, &c., iv THE Company’s Servick.—The number of deaths occurring, an 
which must necessarily happen in so large an establishment as that of this company 
and the frequent cases in which the liberality of the company has had to be exe 
for the relief of families of deserving persons thereby left in distressed circumstances 
—as well as the consideration that, at no very distant time, many good servants of 
the company must beeome no longer fit for active service—induced the directors to 
turn their attention to some means of enabling their officers, seamen, engineers, and 
others, to effect, at moderate rates of premium, insurances on their lives, as well as 
to provine for themselves annuities, when age or accident may render them unfit to 
serve the company. With this view, and acting on the recommendation of the pro- 
prietors at the last half-yearly meeting, the directors felt it their duty, in conjunction 
with other steam navigation companies, to rege the formation of the ‘* Marine 
Life and Casualty Mutual Assurance Society,” the object of which is chiefly to effect 
insurances, and to grant superannuation allowances of the description alludedto. As 
an encouragement to the seamen and others in the company’s service to avail them- 
selves of the benefits of this establishment, the directors have offered to contribute, 
from the funds of the ape oge the difference of premiums for life assurance between 
the ordinary land risks and the extraordinary risks arising from the nature of their 
maritime occupations, and also a portion of the annuity premium. s degree of 
encouragement, the directors trust, will meet the approval of the proprietors, inas- 
much as while it will relieve the company, in future, from many claims on their jus- 
tice and humanity, it will promote a feeling of providence and self-dependence 
throughout their increasing establishment. The directors are happy to addj that the 
plan has hitherto been very successful, a large number of seamen and others in the 
company’s employ, having mong 4 availed themselves of the advantages oi the insti- 
tution ; and, they are convinced, that when this society is enabled to extend its sphere 
of operations by the contributions and encouragement of the other leading steam-com- 
panies and shipowners, the benefits that will accrue will be very sensibly felt among 
that important body, the mercantile marine of this country. 

SovTHampton SCHOOLS FOR EpvucaTING THE CHILDREN OF SEAMEN AND OTHERS IN 
tae Company’s Service.—This establishment, in which many of the proprietors have 
evinced so much interest, is advancing very satisfactorily, about 300 children being 
now educated init. A separate ros of its progress and present state is laid on the 
table, and will be circulated with this report, for the information of proprietors. The 
directors have much gratification in being enabled to state that the provision for 
educating the children of the seamen and others in the company’s service—for enabling 
them to ensure a certain provision for their families in case of death—and the intro- 
duction of the temperance system among the crews of your vessels, combined with 
liberal wages and good treatment, have produced a feeling of attachment to the com- 
pany’s employ, which, while it has tended greatly to improve the moral habits of the 
seamen, is highly advantageous to the interests of the company. While insubordina- 
tion, intoxication, and other irregularities are so frequently complained of, and the 
difficulty of efficiently manning the ships of the Royal Navy and the Merchant Ser- 
vice has become a subject of serious public concern, your directors can state, with- 
out hesitation, that the occurrence of such irregularities on board of the company’s 
ships is exceedingly rare, and that they never experience any ——— obtaining 
the services of seamen, engineers, &c., of superior character and qualifications, for 
manning your vessels. 

Divipvenp.—The directors now recommend that a dividend of four per cent., clear 
of income-tax, for the half-year ening 30th September last, be declared, and be pay- 
able on and after the 23d instant. 

The Cuarrman called the attention of the proprietors to the extended services which 
the company would have to perform in February next, in pursuance of their various 
contracts. They had undertaken a bi-monthly service from Southampton to Calcutta, 
also from Marseilles to Malta, and between Singapore and Australia, vid Adelaide and 
Melbourne ; a monthly communication between Bombay, Singapore, Ceylon, and 
China ; and Caleutta, Singapore, and China. It was, therefore, necessary to increase 
the number of their ships, which could not be done without considerable means. This 
subject had received the most deliberate and careful attention of the direction, the 
carrying out of which he believed would largely conduce to the interests of the com- 
pany. He congratulated them on the bright prospects which were before them, and 
the good fortune which had attended their progress since the last meeting, having had 
no casualty at sea. They had been able to render im t service to the Indian 
Government during the Burmese war, and he thought ‘ht look back with gra- 
titude, and fo: with hope, as they were not going to take the second place in pro- 
viding accommodation with the East. 

In reply to a proprietor, Mr. ANpERsoNn informed the meeting that the Pacha of 
Egypt, requiring about 100,000/., to enable him to pay to the Sultan his tribute in ad- 
vance, which had been requested for the prosecution of some works, the company had 
advanced that sum for his use for one year, at 6 per cent., they having been enabled 
to obtain money on favourable terms, upon which they had the security of the Cus- 
be - l oo of Alexandria, amounting to 400,000/., and the private fortunes of him- 
self and son.

The meeting having been addressed by Major Oldfield, Messrs. Wyndham Gould, 
Herapath, Lewin, Willcox, Hadow, and others, the report was unanimously adopted, 
and the parties separated. 

The company have now in their service three vessels for the Southampton and 
Alexandrian service ; two for Malta and Marseilles ; six for Suez and Calcutta ; six 
for Bombay and China; three for Calcutta and China ; two for ~a and Sydney ; 
one for the Canton local service; four for the Constantinople and Peninsular; four 
store ships; and eleven vessels building : making a total of 42, burden 53,850 tons, 
and representing 14,290-horse power.

THE REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF HOUSE OF COMMONS ON 
COAL MINES, 1852. Coroners’ Inquests—Sprcrat Inquests. 


Srr,—The attention of your correspondents has been so much absorbed by that part 
of the report which treats on the steam-jet, as to leave unnoticed many excellent sug- 
gestions, and others of more doubtful expediency, which it contains, and which are 
the more especially worth attention in consequence of current rumours that it is‘the 
intention of her Majesty’s Ministers to bi measures before the 
based og these recommendations. One of these® tions is, that special coroners 
should be appointed to investigate the causes of those deaths which result from acei- 
dents in mines. The necessity there is for some alteration and improvement in the 
present most unsatisfactory system can scarcely fail to be readily acknowledged by all 
who have witnessed the proceedings of the existing courts of inquiry, which, accord- 
ing to the evidence of one of the coroners of Glamorgan, ‘ is more injurious than use- 
ful,” and which have been frequently exposed and condemned in your columns. Itis 
very questionable whether the remedy proposed will be sufficient to eradicate the evils 
complained of, without there be also some change in the composition of the jury, as 
well as in the presiding officer. It not unfrequently happens that the juriesare com- 
posed, either in part or altogether, of men so thoroughly uneducated as to be unable to 
write their own names; it is not, therefore, surprising that a failure of justice should 


ensue where questions of considerable intricacy are submitted to their ecision. The 
folly of imposing duties on men which a want of intelligence and their dependent cir- 
cumstances utterly disqualify for the due performance of them, is strii ly shown 
in the majority of their verdicts, and by the evidence of the coroner previously qubdted, 


who says, ‘‘ in the mining districts the workmen formed the juries, and, as a matter 
of course, none could be found to return verdicts, or levy deodands, by which their 
employers would be injured.” In inquiries of such vital importance, both as regards 
the lives of {the men and the property of the owners, it is essentially necessary that 
the jury should be com: of men possessing, at least, an ordinary education, and 
of some, if not of great intelligence ; whilst, above all other qualifications, they ought 
to be thoroughly independent of, and totally unconnected with the owners or =enege 
of the colliery in which the fatal accident has occurred. instead of collec together, 
by chance or accident, a herd of iqneees® men, as is irequently done, and inv 

them with the serious and responsible duties of jurymen, which they are incapable o: 
appreciating as they ought, and inadequate to perform, it would be much better to di- 
minish the number to six or seven men, to be elected from the sheriff’s list of grand 
jurymen of the quarter sessions of the county. With such a class of men for the jury, 
and a coroner specially appointed on account of his peculiar fitness to preside at such 
inquisitions, there can be ilttle doubt but that a great improvement would speedily be 
observable in coroners’ inquests on deaths eens in mines. 

But it may be, and is frequently, said that these inquisitions are only pocintncey 
to other | proceedings; and be the verdict as it may, the decisions are not final, 
and that the question is still open to magisterial supervision, and to an inv tion 
in the su r courts. Theoretically this is correct, but in practice the of 
accidental death is ond conch ner — on a —> — has 
been given, and an in subsequently itu’ y the magistrates, are of very 
rare occurrence ; and fh this cause a spirit of indifference to, and distrust of, their 
proceedings is very Tapes ‘among the miners, and great dissatisfaction exists 
among Soy Soe conviction of the inadequate protection afforded them by 
the existing laws, and the mode of administering them. 3 

The committee report ‘‘ that several witnesses of anew inten and experience strongly 
recommend that, in inquests held after explosions, more diligent inquiry should 
made than has hitherto been c' into the remote, as well as the ximate, 
causes of explosions and loss of life.” is is an admirable su on, and, if carried 
into effect, can scarcely fail of being very beneficial. The only — to the re- 
commendation is, that its application appears to be restricted to explosions only, and 
that it is not to include the inquisitions on deaths from other causes, A reference to 
the returns, published in your Journal shows that during the last four years 2448 
deaths have occurred from accidents in mines, and that of this number 1102 were 
caused by explosions; whilst 1346 were o to falls from the roof, and other acci- 
dents. tt is obvious, therefore, that a application of the propenet remedy 
would leave untouched the most prolific sources of violent deaths, although its direct 
tendency would be to impel the adoption of every sound and precauti means 
the prevention of these constantly recurring accidents, as well as of those which are 
the most terrific agents of destruction. 

The alluded to are undoubtedly of great value, and it is to be hoped that 
some tive measures, founded on the recommendations of the committee, and 
designed to remedy the ex evils in connection with coroners’ may be 
so framed and enacted as to effect a thorough improvement on the present system, 
and sufficiently stringent and comprehensive, so as to give additional and all te 
security to the lives and property risked in mining.

with practical difficulties. I can comprehend a maximum price being fixed for ores, 
but within that yange I do not see how an apportionment can take place. There is 
certainly a great uniformity in the amount of ores purchased weekly by the several 
copper companies, but is not this to be accounted for by other causes than by an ar- 
rangement among themselves? I am quite of opinion that it is. That there is pot 
looseness in the manner in which the ore trade is carried on I not only admit, but I 
have freely commented on it ; and that the smelters are indisposed to any alteration is 
to be as much on their own account as on that of the miners. I am free 
also to confess that the copper smelting trade is not such as it was, when the late Mr. 
Pascoe Grenfell gave a tone and a character to it; there has been a strong nof 
“ gemitic ” blood in it. Nevertheless, I cannot contemplate the fact as stated by “ A 
Miner” (Redruth) as the probable consequence, as the jealousies and strong = 
feelings which have protected the miners from what might otherwise have an 
odious monopoly exist still in full force.

Tux NortHern Institute or Mintnc ENGINEERS AND THE STEAM-JET. 
—Much credit is due to this young society for so vigorously and fairly instituting ex- 
periments on a large scale te test the relative merits of the furnace and steam-jet as the 
ventilating motive powers in mines. The laboratory experiments of Messrs. Gurney, 
Vivian, and Langridge, although high! interesting, and in many respects very valu- 
able, were inconclusive and unsatisfactory, inasmuch as they were made under ex- 
ceptlonal circumstances, and produced discordant results. The evidence adduced 

fore the late Parliamentary Committee, in favour of the steam-jet, has been received 
with considerable scepticism among mining engineers; and, in consequence, the ques- 
tion as to its efficiency is in as doubtful a state as ever. The subject is confessedly one 
of vital importance to the mining interest, and well deserves the attention of a society 
which was established for the express purpose of instituting enquiries into the best 
means of pa =p fatal accidents in mines. It will be in the recollection of our 
readers that in the Journa! of Aug. 7th our correspondent, Mr. Joshua Richardson, of 
Neath, strongly recommended that the steam-jet should be fairly and completely tried 
in some of the large working collieries of the North, in competition with the furnace 
and Struvé’s ventilator, so that the question as to the real and relative merits of these 
several means might be definitely settled. We think the Northern Institute has ex- 
ercised a wise discretion by acting upon this advice, so far as the furnace and steam- 
jet are concerned ; although we should have been better satisfied had Mr. Struvé’s 
ventilator been included in their investigations. The first experiment on a large scale 
was tried in the Hetton Colliery on the 13th ult., in the presence of upwards of 30 
viewers and owners of mines. Every possible care was taken to conduct the trial fairly 
and impartially, and although any one was allowed to take notes, the publication of 
them was prohibited, lest partial and i plete stat ts might, even uninten- 
tionally, get abroad. On the completion of the experiments a full detailed statement 

it {s understood, be published by the Institute. The experiments are made at 
the rth Colliery to-day; next week at South Hetton (Mr. Forster’s), and 
at other — mines subsequently. The pongend meeting of the Institute takes place 
on the 18th inst., in Newcastle, when Mr. Gurney, and some gentlemen from the 
Museum of Practical Geology, or Government School of Mines, are expected to be 
present. The council’s report, and the subsequent discussion, can scarcely fail of being 
most interesting, whilst the proceedings may be viewed as a starting point of a new 
and improved era in mine engineering. 








QureEnstown As A Port or CaLtu.—<A correspondent at Cork informs us 
that—“ The City of Glasgow put into Queenstown on Saturday, the 4th inst., for coals. 
On Sunday the passengers had an opportunity of seeing ‘‘ the beautiful city,” and on 
the 6th she proceeded on her voyage. I may write more on the subject hereafter, but 
this port forces itself on public notice as a port of call. Foynes and Galway may be 
adopted as Atlantic stations, but for vessels bound out of the Irish and English Chan- 
nels it would be impossible to call so far north. Besides, in either place have yet to 
be established the aay conveniences for steamers, especially iron vessels, whilst here 
everything of the kind is ready,—foundries, smithies, ship-building yards (even iron 
ships, of considerable tonnage, are on the stocks), and facilities for provisions and coals 
are available. The respectable Liverpool firm contracting for the supplies of the 
Sarah Sands stated, that had they known the advantages of this station they would 
have shipped here a much larger proportion of the stores; and as to coals, the best 
Welsh steam coal could be put on board at from 12s. to 14s. per ton, in sacks. Indeed, 
the facilities of this port require only publicity to be appreciated. Independently of 
all this, a departure hence gives the offing for southerly or westerly courses. It 
is probable that the Sarah Sands would not otherwise have made her passage to Cape 
Verde in 12 days; for on the wind she had down the Irish Channel she would have 
stood on more to the southward, and, possibly, failed to fallin with the winds which this 
offing Eave her; and the additional supply of coal she took in made her more inde- 

t of coaling at Cape Verde.

IMPROVEMENT IN Ro._iinG Metats.—Patent applied for, under the New 
Act, by Richard Prosser, C.E., Broad-street, Birmingham: with complete specifica- 


tion.—The specification states, that the improvement in rolling m , referred to, 
consists in rolling bars of metal, of a wedge-form,—that is, lea’ one end thicker 
than the other, or one edge thicker than the other. Two wedge ped ingots are 


taken and roe mur one on the other, the thick end of the one being a the 
thin end of the other, and thus placed they are submitted to the action of the rollers, 
When the bars are required to have all surfaces smooth, the two ingots, or bars, are 
to be withdrawn from contact, and placed so that what was the inner surface becomes 
the outer. The claim is to rolling metals in the manner described. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN Maxine Mera Tuses.—Patent applied for, under 
the New Act, by Richard Prosser, C.E., Broad-street, Birmingham: with complete spe- 
cification.—This cation sets forth thatthe invention consists in forming tubes of a 
square shape, with the corners rounded off, which are to be afterwards formed into 
tubes of the usual forms; which is to be effected by a mandril of the above- 
named shape, ard passing such mandril, with the unfinished tube thereon, between 
rollers, such as are used for rolling square bars of iron. The tube thus formed to be 
afterwards — on to a circular mandril, and completed. The object of this process 
is stated to be the a of the cracking of the tube by the action of the top and 
bottom rollers. The claim is to the invention as described. 


Coatine Metat Tupes.—Mr. Russell, of Wednesbury, has secured a 
patent for applying coatings of gutta percha, or gutta percha combined with other 
matters, to the external and internal surfaces of iron tubes; and are more especially 
applicable to preserving from oxidation the exterior of iron tubes internally coated 
withenamel. The coating of gutta percha is laid on with a brush in a state of solution, 
or by dipping the tube (which is left open at the ends or closed, ing as 
surfaces or the exterior only is to be Fae caer intoa warm solution of gutta percha, 
and repeating the dipping until a sufficiently thick covering isobtained. Each coating 
should be allowed to dry before another is laid on. 


Improvep Biastine Canrripee.—Mr. J. Norton, of Cork,Jate captain 
in the 34th Regiment, has secured a patent for a new blasting cartridge, which ex- 
plodes by percussion ; and as no orifice for safety fuse is therefore necessary, a much 
greater force is exerted. We have received a description of an experiment which re- 
cently took place on a large block of tough, unwedgeable, and gnarled root end of a 
walnyt-tree. A hole, about 8 in. deep and 1 in. in diameter, was bored in the centre 
of the block, into which the cartridge was dropped, having over it a wooden rammer, 
with a leaden plug at bottom, 44 inch deep. A wooden trough was placed over it, 
down which a man let fall a beam of timber, which, driving in the rammer, exploded 
the cartridge, proces n I the massive block to atoms. The leaden plug at the bottom 
of the rammer expands by the explosion, rendering the shock more powerful. The 
cartridge was 3 in. long; and the powder consists of one part of powdered loaf sugar, 
two parts chlorate, and one prussiate of potass. Mr. Bagwell, engineer to the Great 
Southern and Western Railway, and other scientific gentlemen, were present, who 
bore testimony to the success of the experiment. Mr. Norton has also patented a rifle 
shell on the same principle. 

Tus Parent Law AmEenpDMEeNT Act.—Yesterday, a bill to substitute 
stamp duties for fees on letters patent for inventions, and to provide for the purchase, 
for the = use, of certain indices of specifications, was printed by order of the 
House of Commons. Several clauses in the Patent Law Amendment Act, with the 
schedule of fees, are to be repealed. A similar schedule of fees is inserted in the pre- 
sent bill. It is declared that letters patent shall be subject to avoidance on non-pay- 
ment of the stamp duties. The duties are to be under the management of the Inland 
Revenue Commissioners, who are to provide proper stamps for the purpose. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Bennett Woodcroft has made several thousands of indices of specifica- 
tions, which are of value; and the bill is to empower the Treasury to purchase the 
same for a sum not exceeding 1000/. 


Portianp Iron Company.—This company has been formed for work-

NorTHAMPTONSHIRE IRoNSTONE MANUFACTURE.—By adopting Elliott’s 
new process for manufacturing bricks, pipes, tiles, pottery, &c., from ironstone, iron 
may be manufactured on a scale to great advantage, by using the slag when in 
a fluid state running from the furnace, instead of throwing it away, as is customary, 
at an enormous expense of labour and waste of land. The coals and other materials 
being necessarily used for producing iron will, of course, be charged to that account, 
and the labour and other expenses saved b reneving the hot slag, will nearly, if not 
uite, pay all the labour of moulding the slag into bricks, &c. e turns at the blast 
rnaces are 12 hours each, and in a furnace doing full work there are four men and 
sometimes two horses, with boys, according to the position of the work, employed 
constantly in removing the hot slag. In a furnace of full size there are 300 tons a 
week to remove, which covers and destroys a quantity of land, so that there would 
be four men per week transferred from an useless, though necessary, office to the 
moulding department, as well as the expenses of the horses, &c., saved. The calcu- 
lations show a profit of 49007. for seven weeks with one furnace. The colour of the 
bricks will be light brown; they may be made either rough, smooth, hollow, plain, 
or ornamental, and in any form or shape, requiring no plastering, and when used for 
building may be pegeres or painted as soon as covered, in any season of the year.

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The sale of copper ore at Swansea for the present quarter will be the 
smallest as to tonnage since the year 1886, in fact, only 5336 tons have, as 
yet, been disposed of, amounting to 86,0787. 19s. 6d., and all they have to 
sell on the 21st inst. is 1134 tons, making 6470 tons. As we have of late re- 
peatedly stated, while this state of circumstances exist the falling off in 
the amount of metal for the smelting companies is so great that the stand- 
ard of copper ore, and the price to the consumers, must retain its present 
buoyant position. 

e decrease is accounted for by the following mines bringing to market 
less this than last quarter, as follows—Cobre, about 800 tons; Cuba, 880; 
Santiago, 90. The Kapunda sold 370 tons more than last; altogether the 
Forei, Mines are 1767 tons short on the quarter. Ireland, 670; Wales, 
25 and slags 277 tons, makingaltogether a decrease of 2741 tons of ore for 
the present quarter against the last, which amounted to 9211 tons. 
e total quantity of ore scld at the Cornwall ticketings has been, for 
the last nine sales, 34,089 tons, yielding 2260 tons 1 cwt. of metal, realis- 
206,2067. 4s. 6d.; 3883 tons have since been sampled, and the two 
others may possibly bring an excess on the present quarter of 3000 tons of 
ore, but a reduced average produce, so that the increase of metal will be 
uite inadequate to supply the deficiency caused by the small sales at 
wansea ; consequently, the British miner has no reasonable cause to fear 
any other than the present rates being maintained for some time to come.

The average produce plainly shows it to be principally from the 
extra old pitches which are now being wrought at the several mines, many 
of them hitherto lying idle for years, the tributers not being able to gnin 
a living, and, therefore, abandoning them. Thus they lay unwrought uutil, 
like at the present moment, when the rise in the standcrd makes such a ma- 
terial difference that vee hen not set — would now, aud an increased 
uantity, especially of low ity ore, is the consequence. 
. The Deven Groat Basle have availed themselves of the opportunity, 
and are also bringing into the market a considerable quantity of stamped 
ores from the large pile of halvans that have been accumulating for some 
years past. The United Mines (Gwennap) add considerably to the quan- 
tity, and we expect will, with other prosperous and profitable mines, con- 
tinue to increase the quarterly sales for some time to come. 

Notwithstanding the unprecedented number of new mines that have 
sprung into existence in the last two or three years, as yet they have to a 

small extent lent their aid in augmenting the y meray bn ore brought 
into the market, nor do we hear of any of them shortly being able to do 
so. This is to be especially when we reflect on the enormous 
sums that have been advanced in bringing them into working condition. They 
will, however, we trust, sink orswim within a short time ; for, unless they 
show symptoms of early produce, in face of so favourable a price for their 
ores, we cannot anticipate the shareholders will go on year after year re- 
sponding to calls, without a fair ge ae of an early result. May the year 
1883 prove as propitious to those deserving success as the present year 
(nearly concluded) will have proved to the dividend-paying ones.

The imports of copper and copper ore are watched with attention, as they have an 
important bearing on the price of that metal in England, and, consequently, on the 
interests of our copper miners. Both items show a tendency towards a rally this 
month, but are still rather below the average for the 10 months, copper figuring for 
80,189 ewts., $1,992 in the same period of 1851, and 79,381 in 1850; and cop- 
r ore for 34,359 tons, against 35,355 in 1851, and 38,678 in 1850. The imports of 
eign iron and spelter are decreasing.

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The decision by Vicz-CHanceLLor Stuart, in the case of the PENNANT 
anp Craigwen Consotipatep Leap Minina Company ex parte Funn, 
has toa e extent unsettled the opinions of many who, before the 
decision of that case, entertained the notion that a cost-book company 
could not be established without the limits of the Stannary Laws. It is 
true, however, that by the advice of a high legal authority, such decision 
has been appealed against; so that it may be conceded that the same vexata 
questio for the present remains, 

In ne however, that on the appeal the decision of the Vicz- 
CHANCELLOR will be confirmed, we have to remark that Lord Etpon (than 
whom no greater legal authority can be quoted), in the case of CRAWsRAY 
v. Mavuuz (1 Swanst., 495), when drawing the distinction between an or- 
dinary and a cost-book partnership, stated ‘‘ that to be an ges? part- 
nership into which a stranger could nov be obtruded against the wish of the 
general body, but that in a cost-book partnership there was no such restric- 
tion; any one of the co-adventurers (or partners) being empowered at any 
time to dispose of his shares in the concern, without consulting the rest.” 
This definition being correct, every one who carefully considers this sub- 
ject must coincide with his lordship, and admit that the above distinction 
is in law the only essential difference between those institutions. 

We have now to deal with this one essential difference, and ascertain 
whether it is Jocal—or, in other words, cannot of necessity operate with- 
out the ambit of the Stannary laws. Clearly, it has nothing essentially 
local in its constitution; for undoubtedly ordinary partners in any part 
of England may legally stipulate that one, or all of them, may be able to 
assign his or their shares at pleasure, and that the assignee shall be ad- 
missible into the partnership. There is nothing illegal or local in such a 
stipulation—in fact, in ordinary commercial partnerships of the higher 
class such a provision is always made. Thus, in breweries, sons and 
daughters, nephews and neices, protéges and strangers, are constantly in- 
troduced into such firms: so of other large establishments, But it has 
been answered—True enough; for in such cases the clause for such ad- 
mission is the consent, and the consent binds all parties to it, according to 

im, ‘‘ Modus et conventiovineunt legem.” To which we reply—Is 
it not by consent also, and by that alone, that a stranger is obtruded into 
a cost-book partnership ? Undoubtedly it is; for a party by agreeing to 
become a member of a cost-book partnership agrees to all its properties 
and inherent principles—one of which is, to reiterate the words of Lord 
Expon, above cited, that in a cost-book partnership any one of the co- 
adventurers is empowered at any time to dispose of his shares in the con- 
cern, without consulting the rest. The result, therefore, stands thus— 
that a cost-book partnership is a species of ordinary partnership, confer- 
ring upon its members the implied (not expressed) power of assigni 
their shares, and that such power to assign is not in itself Jocal, or li- 
mited by the jurisdiction of the Stannaries. 

Our subject has also been discussed as regards creditors. It has been 
assumed that it is the peculiarity of a cost-book partnership a/one to have 
the liability of its members limited, Such an assumption is, however, er- 
roneous, for in an ordinary partnership no creditor can recover the whole 
value of goods, against one of such a firm, which goods he has supplied upon 
the understanding that its members were to be fiable rateably, and not one 
for all. The question, therefore, results to a question of notice to the cre- 
ditor of the terms of the partnership, and so of the liability. In an ordi- 
nary partnership the law assumes that each (the members thereof) is liable 
to all the debts (assuming that there is no express notice to the creditor 
of any other arrangement), whereas in a cost-book partnership the law 
assumes that a person trading therewith understands, or, in other words, 
has notice that he is trading with a partnership, the individual liability of 
the members of which is meant to be limited, though not expressly stated 
so to be. As the question, therefore, as regards “third parties” is one of 
notice, surely no one can contend that a trader who trades with a firm which 
professes to be formed out of Cornwall, but on the Cost-book System (which 
implies a limited liability), is damaged, when he finds that he cannot re- 
cover the whole of his debt from any one of the members. 

Whether upon the whole subject, or upon any point of it, a discussion 
is raised, the legal result seems to be—that a anode partnership is nought 
but an ordinary partnership, in which some two or three privileges are im- 
plied, and of which the world has /otice.—That an ordinary partnership 
can avail itself of the same privileges, by expressly stipulating for them, 
and giving legal notice of them to the world—and that there does not exist 
in any of the privil anything in the slightest degree of a local nature, 
or proper to the jurisdiction of the Stannaries. The Cornish men have, 
however, cause to be proud that the same terms of partnership which cen- 
turies ago their ancestors, in their plain and honest dealing, founded for 
themselves, have been accepted as the type and ne plus ultra of commer- 
cial relations in the nineteenth century. : 





The rich auriferous deposits of California and Australia have lately oc- 
cupied so much public attention, that more pristine discoveries, which could 
not at first sight afford the same dazzling results, have been disregarded, 
and but comparatively little notice taken of them. On referring to the 
pages of history, it will be seen that for centuries our supplies of the pre- 
cious metal were obtained from the colonies possessed by Spain in the 
western hemisphere, and records are extant in the royal archives of Madrid 
of the amount obtained from each vice- yalty and captaincy general. 

The French revolution, and the revolt of the Spanish colonies, which 
resulted in their pe fancy and severance from the mother country, 
created a new order of things; and for a time, during these political con- 
vulsions, while all was ina state of transition, the metallic industry of the 
several countries was totally neglected. Under more settled times, a re- 
return was made to these pursuits, which formerly had not only conduced 
to the prosperity of the colony, but likewise were an immense source of 
wealth to the parent nation.

It may be here useful to allude to the present system of insurance, 
which, owing to its defectiveness, has in eer instances prevented the 
shipment of gold. Greater facilities are needed by the colonial exporters ; 
and it appears a strange anomaly that from all the practical i of 
our homeassurance associations, do not emanate some regulations by which 
these obstacles to commerce can be set aside, consistent with the interest 
of the insuring and the insured. We would suggest that it should be 
done promptly. The Government, in the regulation of its colonial policy, 

i 0 have to remodel many local measures. Great dissatisfaction now 
exists, and as adverse social interests arise inevitably from the sudden ac- 
cumulation of wealth by a partially organised community, it will be in- 
cumbent on the powers that be to provide for such casualties, and to regu- 
late the civil power of the country, so that security shall be given in the 
fullest sense to person and to property. Emigration to Australia is now 
looked forward to with renewed anxiety : labour is enormously high, and 
as iculture is all but totally neglected, fears are by no means irra- 
tionally entertained for the consequences. People may pocket gold, but 
they would find it rather difficult of digestion. 

In the meantime, gold mining speculations are ogressing rapidly in 
our markets; and should not the state of affairs in the A: colonies 
be placed on a sounder basis, it is to be apprehended that capitalists will 
turn from enterprises for developing their resources to investment in foreign 
undertakings, which afford them, through good institutions, a more settled 
and staple security. California has effectually established laws to meet the 
peculiar exigencies of her position ; industry is there at present regulated 
by stringent rules, and proprietorial rights preserved ; and we have recently 

uded to the advantages derivable from certain American gold mining 
prop which has been placed upon the market. The L’ Aigle d’Or Com- 
pany, Virginia, U.S., which put forth its pretensions in a more than ordi- 
narily attractive manner, and which lessens speculative risk by uniting the 
possession in fee of land, acknowledged to be adapted to all agricultural 
purposes, with the prospective interest accruing from a proyed mining tract 
of large extent, having allotted their shares, the stock is in the hands of 
the public, and dealt in at aconsiderable premium. The Waller Mines, in 
the same locality, the shares of which were previously issued, also command 
attention, and have reached a large premium. Other foreign mines,—the 
West Granada, or Veraguas, Gold and Silver Mining Company,—have also 
issued a lengthened and thoroughly authenticated report; it has been ad- 
vertised frequently, and we cannot too often allude to the great care and 
providence exercised by the directors, and evidenced by the fact that they 
would not issue their scrip until their own especial agent, and one of great 
experience, had inspected and favourably re on the property. Con- 
duct like this will at all times command public consideration and support. 

Reports of the copper mines in the Miemo district have also reached us, 
in which the mines of Monte Calini, Castellina, Monte Vaso, and Terricio, 
the latter worked by Messrs, TayLor and Sons, are most favourably no- 
ticed. The Medici property, now about being worked, Captain Horton

what interesting to know on what grounds such practice can be defended 
in the north. We are aware that the subject of sinking more shafts is 
one which owners and managers.approach with much caution and dislike ; 
and we are also fully aware that, under many circumstances, and where 
the coal lies at great depths, large expenses must be incurred in reaching 
it; but there is another view of the case, and one which is really worthy 
of serious consideration, In all cases, where a seam has been won, a certain 
amount of experience is gained, which may be rendered most valuably 
available in the economic operation of sinking other shafts. The dip of 
the vein is known, and, consequently, the depth may be calculated to a 
few feet. The nature of the various strata is generally tolerably well un- 
derstood; and the principal difficulty which may have to be contended 
with is re large eruption of water, requiring extensive and costly tub- 
bing. Still the question is worthy of the deepest attention—whether the 
opening of supplementary shafts, each commanding a certain extent of 
working area, well supplied with air, and kept in a safe and healthy state, 
would not in the long run be more economical than those dangerously ex- 
tensive roads, to ventilate which, in the slightest degree, many expensive 
details of operation are obliged to be resorted to; notwithstanding which, 
without a moment’s notice, a terrific explosion occurs, destroying scores 
of human beings, and at onesweep destroying property to an amount which 
would have paid the cost of rm ee another shaft. It does indeed ap- 
pear next to useless to adopt measures to throw more air into a mine if 
we keep doubling and trebling the area through which its vitality is to 
cireulate ; and instead of involving ourselves in a labyrinth of theories, it 
will be wiser and better to ascertain by every practical means the most 
economical and surest method of obtaining fresh openings, at least for the 
admission of air, if not for drawing,—apparently the only means of ren- 
dering an extensive colliery safe, or fit, for human beings to labour in.

The subject of establishing greater facilities for a thorough and peri- 
ical inspection of collieries, and thus securing, in an increased degree, 
the means of preserving the health and lives of the miners, is still largely 
exciting the attention of.the population in Northumberland and Durham, 
Isanéashire and the midland coal-producing counties. Since the meeting 
of ensinet they have been exerting themselves to bring before the House 
f Commons and the Government the necessity,of further protection for 
their safety, the details of which are sct forth in petitions, of. which we 
gave*the Lancashire one entire in the Mining Journalof the 20th Nov. 
last. That from the North (which we have received from Mr. MARtIn 
JupeE, secretary of the Miners’ Sooiety) is to the same effect, but somewhat 
differently worded ; they attribute the awful and continuous loss of life to 
incompetent management in numerous instances, and the want of due re- 
gard to those principles of safety which science has called into existence, 
and upon which the health and life of the workman depended ; that they 
have not received the advantages which were anticipated to be derived 
from the humane intentions of the Logislature in passing the “ Mines In- 
, erysag Bill.” They, therefore, pray for an amendment of the bill, and 
at an enactment be passed establishing a board of control, or supervi- 
sion ; increasing the number of inspectors, and appointing sub-inspectors; 
that power be given to the former to stop, or order the suspension of, those 
works considered dangerous, until such danger be removed, with such 
other measures as may be considered necessary. They also request that 
all officers and m of mines should be examined as to their fitness 
for such appointments; that a special coroner be appointed for holding in- 
quests in cases of fatal mine accidents; and that power be given to enforce 
penalties where proof of negligence is given. J 
A series of resolutions were passed to the effect, that the petition hav- 
ing been ted, E. 8. Cayizy, Esq., M.P., be requested to present the 
same to the House of Commons that the thanks of the operatives gene- 
rally are due to the Select Committee, who sat last year to inquire into 
the causes of colliery explosions, for the promptness which characterised 
their proceedings, and their just appreciation of the n means to 
insure greater safety ; that theminers are deeply indebtedto GoLpsworTHY 
Gurney, Esq., James Maruer, Esq., Prof. Hann, and other gentlemen, 
for the very valuable services rendered in the cause of humanity ; and that 
the eolliers should persevere in memoralising the Legislature and Govern- 
ment until a sufficiently stringent and effective law is passed. It thus 
appears that the colliers in the various districts of the kingdom are im- 
bued with a similarity of feeling on the subject, and that their exertions 
are engaged on one object and to one common end.
